AS is well known, the mythical 
dragon occuples first place in 
popular regard in China, so much 
so (says un authority) “that it is 
advisable for one--to sccure an 
necurote knowledge of the Chinese 
idea of the venerated saurian If he 
desires to gain a truly sympathetic 
understanding of this remarkable 
people,” 

In addition to the genus draco, 
Chinese folklore places considerable 
emphasis upon the tiger, the cobra 
and the monkey—aoll of which are 
esteemed for peculior virtucs. 

There Js also a sort of superstitious 
veneration attached to certain species 
of fish, as for instance the common 
carp (Cyprinus carpio, L.), which 
the Cantonese term lel-yue. 

It is not diMfcult to comprehend 
the rensons why this denizen of the 
waters Is no highly. esteemed, as it 
ts a fish possessing exceptional 
tenacity of life and is Hkewlse pre- 
sumed to be capable of living to « 
great age, several apparently well 
authenticated instances being re- 
ported of it arriving at an age 
considerably in excess of the greatest 
age attalned by man. 

Specimens are sometimes of large 
siza—one to three feet in length,

Some pcople in Hong- 
kong make it point, of buying carp 
minnows (two or three inches in 
length) which they keep in their 
homes for u month or s0, and then 
liberate in the harbour on the second 
day of the first moon. - There is, 
likewise, a pecullar observance at 
this time of carrylng ‘through the 
streets a flat carthenware dish con- 
taining a live carp. 

This practice, whilst not now 
common in the Colony, |s often seen 
in country districts, 
Shun-tak. 

It fs sald to be of particularly 
felicitous origin, for the person who 
carries the bow! with Its auspicious 
omen stops before. cach door, and 
chants the following rhymed ditty 
in the hope that the listeners will 
be gencrous in the bestowal of Ici- 
ahi or “gratuity moncy” for the 
occasion:

1EN frost Is about it is necessary to toke special 

precautions. In the home, Burst water. pipes ore 
one of the most troublesome results of a hard frost, and 
ft is well worth while ‘taking precautions to leasen the 
likelihood of pipes becoming frozen. 

It {3 0 good pinn to pack the outside pipes with straw, 
newspaper, or old pleces of felt, and then bandage them 
with strips of sacking, calico, or hessian. : 

Water tanks should be treated in the same way, If 
they are incensed in layers of newspaper and an old rug 
or carpet tied round them, and boards lald~ over the top, 
they will not be at all likely to freeze however severe’ 
the frost may be. z 

Pipes that persistently burst 
It Is an economy to have long, thin, patched pipes re~ 
pinced, as they have a knack of surrendering’ to the 
first sharp frost. A small light left burning alt night 
helps to keep the scullery and bathroom taps from the 
effect of. frost. 

When a really cold snap arrives, 
Ing off all the hot water at night. 
{urn on the taps for a few seconds, for moving water 
docs not ‘freeze, The taps must not be left running 
incessantly, ox ft Is an offence to allow this,

Kitchen and bathroom’ windows should be shut at 
night in frosty weather, so that a cold wind will not blow 
on the pipes. The doors of warmed rooms should be 
left open to allow the heated air to circulate through 
the house. If, In spite of all precautions, pipes do freeze, 
you must put out the stove which heats the hot water 
supply, or on explosion may occur. 

A fall in frosty weather may cause a great denl of 
trouble, especially if a fracture occurs. To prevent stich 
necidents happening, spread ashes from the kitchen 
boller-range on all slippery garden paths, Do not Ict 
children make slides on much-used paths. 

Clean the steps with water containing a handful of 
common salt; this will prevent the accumulation of tce. 
Another iden is to add n cupful of methylated spirit to 
the water used for washing the steps.

Remember thut crockery 1s more brittle in frosty 
weather, and likely to break If hot water ig poured over 
it. Pour in cold water first. Dishes break in the oven 
more readily in cold wenther. To guard against this, 
stand the dishes in warm water before putting in the 
Ingredients. a 

‘Glassware js also very susceptible to changes of tem- 
perature, When putting hot fruit ino glass dish or a 
hot'drink in n tumbler, place a metal spoon in the glass. 
This prevents many -a break. 

Before washing-up warm your hands by immersing 
in warm water for a few moments, Cold hands make 
one clumsy, and it Js a psychological fact that more 
breakages ure caused in the home by handling crockery 
with half-frozen hands than for ony other reason. : 

Finally, it is so annoying to find the butter like a 
lump of lead. To soften it, rinse out a bowl with: boll- 
ing water and Invert this over the butter-dish. This has 
the effect of a hot-air chamber, und the butter becomes

KING CHARLES’ REIGN 


It is interesting-4o note ‘that this 
document, dated 1662, refers to the 
“fouerteenth yeare of the reigne” 
of Kingt Charles H, who was res- 
tored to the threne in 1660, ; 

Actually, King Charles I dated 
his reign not from -the day the 
Commonwealth dicd, but from the 
day his father, Charles [, was 
executed, on January 30, 1649, 
according to our present calendar, 
and in 1648 according to the calen- 
dar then in use,

An oven older publication pur- 
chased in Hongkong by Mr, Guard 
ia “The Christian Synagogue”, 
published by John Bellamic in 1623, 
or over three centuries ago, nnd “to 
be sold at his Shop, at the two 
Grey-hounds in Carne-Hill, near the’ 
Royall Exchange.” 

Lilly, who was a seventeenth cen- 
tury Astrologer of some note, wax 
as eubsequent historians record, 
imprisoned for publishing = an 
illustration depicting the Great 
Fire of London, in his “Prophecic 
of Paulus Grobnerus." A remark- 
able thing about the illustration Is 
that the prophesy was made 16 
years before the Great Flre actual- 
ly cccurred.

The system which the state labora- 
tory has employed for the past 18 
years has been to catch sardincs, tag 
them and then keep records of where 
they eventually were caught again. 


This had been made necessury by 
the controversy of whether the 
sardines caught off the Jupanese, 
Mexican and Russinn coasts were 
California .sardines or whether the 
various sections of the seas harbour 
distinct sardine populations of their 
own. All evidence to date Indicates 
that the sardine is a migratory fish. 


According to the first report pre- 
parcd by laboratory officials after 
checking for 8, years the sizes, 
maturity, spawning grounds, 
anatomical characteristics and licence 
tag attached to them, the sardines 
inhabiting the const from Lower 
Callfornin to Canada are one homo-, 
gencous migratory population, ~ ~~ 


It has been developed further that 
most of the spawning occurs off the 
const of Southern Callfornin and 
Lower California. The young remain 
In the warm southern waters for a 
while, ‘then they get the travel urge 
and begin thelr northward swim. 


The hobo instinct then develops as 
they grow in size. At flrat they are 
only able to get os far ns Central 
Callfornlnn ‘waters, returning the 
following spring to the spawning 
grounds in the south. :
